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PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


The following is the report of the Trustees of the Public 
Library for the year ending February 15, 1906. 


The Librarians report : 


Forty-six new cards were issued making a total of 595. 
Number of books issued during the year, 2560, classified as fol- 
lows :—Fine Arts, 11; Biography, 41; Poetry, 12; Descriptive, 
6; Fiction, 2287; History, 40; Literature, 20; Miscellaneous, 
10; Natural Science, 14; Religion, 3; Sociology, 7 ; Travels, 109. 
Three hundred and eighty-six volumes have been added making 
a total of 1,885. | 


The friends who have kindly remembered the library with 
gifts of books during the year are Arthur G. Pollard, Dana J. 
Flanders, Rev. A. DeF. Palmer, John Peaslee, Miss White, 
R. C. Shannon and A Friend. 


A fine painting of Col. Joseph S. Pollard has been hung in 
the reading room by his son, Arthur G. Pollard. Col. Pollard 
was a native of Plaistow and passed the early part of his life here. 
While a resident of this town he was closely identified with the 
church and engaged actively in political and social affairs. 
Through life he retained a great interest in his native town and 
in the many friends he had here. 


Mr. Pollard has just presented to the library some attractive 
and complete catalogues of which it was much in need. There 
is a general complaint by the patrons that much of the pleasure 
and benefit of the library is lost owing to the very limited time 
that it is open during the week. Doubtless many more books 
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would be taken out if it were possible to keep the library open 
more hours. 


Any suggestions concerning the choice of books will be 
gladly received and carefully considered by the librarian 
We thank all who have in any way helped the library during 
the past year.

ANNUAL REPORT

TOWN OF PLAISTOW 


In accordance with “‘ye ancient customs ” the School Board 
of the Town of Plaistow beg to submit the following report: 

Our schools have been in session thirty-six weeks, divided 
as follows:—Spring term, thirteen weeks; Fall term, thirteen 
weeks; Winter term, ten weeks. The teachers employed have 
done faithful and efficient work and have given good satisfaction. 
The weather through the entire year has been very favorable and 
there has been very little sickness among the pupils so that ex- 
cellent work has been accomplished in the schools. 

A schedule of studies prepared by State Superintendent 
Morrison has been adopted in our schools. 

It was thought best during the spring term to introduce a 
new geography to take the place of the one which has been in 
use for several years, and Dodge’s were placed in the schools. 
Two sets of maps have been purchased, one set for the South 
school and one for the North Main street school. A course of 
supplementary reading was also introduced. 

A departure from ‘‘ ye ancient custom ”’ of each school hold- 
ing their graduation exercises in their own building, was made 
this year and one programme was carried out by the graduates, 
and the exercises held in the Town hall. 
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A new stove has been purchased for the South school and 
new windows have been put in the building. Six desks‘have also 
been placed in the school room. 


A teacher’s desk has been purchased for the Clark school. 
Two flags have been purchased, one for the Pollard school and 
one for the Westville school. A new sign has been placed on 
the Pollard school building, the gift of Hon. A. G. Pollard of 
Lowell. : 


The blackboards in all the school-rooms have been dressed 
over and three of the rooms whitened. Necessary small repairs 
have been made on all the school buildings. 


We recommend that the article being agitated by State Su- 
perintendent Morrison, “‘To see if, the district will vote to 
authorize the School Board to unite with one or more town dis- 
tricts or special districts to form a supervisory district for the 
purpose of employing a superintendent of the public schools 
therein, under the provisions of Chapter 77 of the Session Laws 
of New Hampshire, 1899,’ be considered at the next annual 
school meeting. 


We respectfully request that $800 in addition to the amount 
required by law, be raised and appropriated for school expenses 
and $150 for books and supplies.
